When you started to say 
“Oh grandma,” she would whisper, 
“Wfiisht, whisht, not a word to any¬ 
one." It was an important secret, 
that lost not one bit of glamor, even 
though you learned later that each 
separate grandchild had gone 
through the same rite. 

Then when the day’s excitement 
was over you could return home, 
flowing that, though all the other 
older folk were too busy to listen, 
grandma would be placidly waiting in 
her accustomed spot, ready to hear 
all the tumultuous adventures. 

It was no small part of grandma’s 
resourcefulness that, in the heart of 
the country though she was, and nev¬ 
er stirring away from home, she had 
an apparently inexhaustible store of 
small change ready for all occasions. 

Nowadays, dad starts his small boy 
out to see the sights with two bits or 
four bits and the warning “See that 
you make that do.” He does not real¬ 
ize as a real grandmother does, that 
four nickles and maybe five copppers 
are infinitely more money. Besides 
they jingle so excitingly in one’s 
pocket. 

Grandmothers are altogether such 
a delightful, even vital factor in 
children’s lives, that a child without 
one—as so many are in this country 
—is a child cheated.

LESS HELP WANTED 


“On my farm, J put 400 acres into 
crop, leaving 200 acres summerfallow 
This has been my yearly practice for 
some time. The last year or so, I 
have found with modern methods that 
on a year round average, the labor of 
less than two men, accomplishes 
what used to require six or eight men 
to do.” 

This is the experience of one local 
man. Approximately the same condi¬ 
tion prevails on a great proportion 
of the farms through the prairie prov¬ 
inces. - 

If four fewer men are required to 
farm one section of land, there are 
four fewer men on each section to be 
fed and clothed. This means less busi¬ 
ness for all small towns. And those 
four men, multiplied many thousand 
times, who formerly counted on agri¬ 
cultural employment to carry them

THE LAST STRAW 

Everyone agrees that this is a 
"next year country,” but the term 
usually implies a sort of general op¬ 
timism. However, “next year” is ac¬ 
cording to entomologists carrying 
with it a serious threat to Alberta 
farmers. 

All are being warned, that weather 
conditions in the early season of 1930 
have been such as to practically en¬ 
sure an enormous increase of the 
“pale western cutworm.” . : 

The outbreak is likely to be most 
sever* from Edmonton south to the 
Lethbridge-Medicine Hat line and- 
east of the Macleod-Edmonton. line. 

For guidance, the following infor¬ 
mation is given: Any fields in which 
the soil surface is crusted and undis- [ 
turlied from August 1 to September 
15, will be free of cutworms next 
spring, because the adult moth of the 
cutworm lavs its eggs in August and 
early September. The eggs are laid 
always in Soft, dusty soil and any 
fields with this surface-crusted will be 
avoided by-the moths. In most soils 
a light rain is enough to form such a 
crust. 

Any fields in which the soil is brok¬ 
en or disturbed in August and early 
September are likely to be infested 
with cutworms. Fields in crop that 
must be harvested in August, can 
hardly 'escape having the surface 
crust destroyed. If the crop could he 
cut and stooked before August and 
could be left undisturl*ed till Septem¬ 
ber, the soil might become encrusted 
and the moths fly elsewhere.

A Garbled Piece of Bunting 
Here then are flags under which 
Canadian soldiers may be said actu¬ 
ally to have served. What are they? 
That carried by General Currie’s or¬ 
derly is the Canadian Blue Ensign, 
authorized to bp flown only on Cana¬ 
dian government vessels—a sea flag.
